Although ho had been ttu invaliq 


for rnnny yeara, often apparently'at 
tiio point of death, tlio aunouure- 
mout comes lilut u surprise that ex- 
Senator Browulow JiuJ yesterday 
afternoon, ut his residence in Knpx- 
villc, Teun. For some time past, 
he: had been iu rather poorer health 
than usual, and an unfavorable 
change was noticed only a few hours 
before the final event. 
He had 


nearly completed the 72d year Of 
hia age. 


Wm. Q. Brownlow was a native 


of Virginia, having been born in 
Wytho county, Aug. 29,1805.— 
When in his 18th year, he became 
a carpenter's apprentice at Abinsr- 
dbn, in the same state. Soon after 
learning the trade, lie became an 
itinerant minister of the Methodist 
Church, an'd in 1881 he removed 
to East Tennessee. Having a deci- 
ded inclination to politics, and 
warmly taking sides against tlie 
Calhouo Democracy, he ere long 
became engaged in journalism. He 
started the well-known Knoxville 
Whig in 1837, and continued its 
publication until 1862. 
When the 


rebellion broke out in 1861, te re- 
mained a staunch supporter of tlie 
Union, as he had done during all 
the preceding years. He had been 
very severe in his denunciation of 
Abolitionism, having on one occa- 
sion engaged in a aeries of debates 
ah anti-slavery champion . in the 
North; but the emancipation policy 
did not alienate him from the sup- 
port of tlio Republican party, from 
the beginning of the war of seces- 
sion until the close of his life. 
Al- 


though imprisoned and bitterly 
persecuted for his Union sentiments, 
and at times in imminent peril, he 
resolutely maintained his ground^ 
with the spirit and zeal of a martyr 
of olden time. 
In 1862, he was 


elected Governor of Tennessee, and 
was re-elected to that office in, 186 7. 
In tlie following year h(3 was choeen 
U. S. Senator for six years from the 
4th of March, 1866. He retired to 
private life, resumed editorial labor 
at Knoxville at the close of his 
Senatorial term, in 1875. 
He pub- 


lished works on Methodism, Slave- 
ry and secession, and was a [fluent 
and vigorous speaker, us, well as 
writer. Alwajs :Jbjbld and unipar- 
irig 'in denunciation, (Jurtirit, 'incis- 
ive, and sometimes coarse in style, 
" 
utterances wer« often quoted by 


the press throughout the'country, 
•ml the name of "Parson Brown- 
low" 
was one of those best known 


in politics in the best days of the 
Whig parly. Ho was tamest in 
hi.s convictions, zealous iu the ex- 
treme for what he believed to b'o 
right, and exerted an important in- 
fluence on the course of public 
events in hia time. His memory 
will be specially cherished in East 
Tennessee, as that of one of her 
boldest heroes and Union champi- 
ons, and his name will long have 
a place among the men of rank in 
the second half century of our na- 
tional existence.
